Boomers aren't feeling the bust 
in Alberta the way younger gen¬ 
erations are. 

The Alberta Treasury Branch 
Investor Beat Survey found that, 
in the last quarter, of those who 
said the -economic downturn hud 
an impact on them, 39 per cent 
ofmillermMs (age 1S-31' and 30 
per cent of Gen Xers (35-541 lost 
their jpbs — compared to 19 per 
cent of boomers |age 54 and up) 
— in the last quarter. 


"from a job-loss standpoint, 
millennials have been more im- 
pacts d by the decline in die price 
of oil than boomers," £-oid ATE 
Investor Services president Chris 
Turchansky. 

Overall, job losses rose one 
per cent over the last survey. 
Turchansky expects the kisses to 
keep rising for another quarter 
before they level off. 

He said while boomers have 
not been hit as hard by layoffs, 
they have been feeli ng salary 
freezes and the decreasing value 
of real-estate investments. 

“They're definitely feeling it; 
they're just feeling it in a differ¬ 
ent way,” Turchansky said. 

Many Albertans are aban¬ 
doning long-term savings strat¬ 
egies, and an increasing number 
of people appear to be cutting 
back on personal spending.

The medical examiner de¬ 
termined he died from com¬ 
plications of blunt force head 
injuries. 

On Wednesday, Reich was 
charged with manslaughter, 
causing death by criminal negli¬ 
gence. and failing to provide ne¬ 
cessaries of life.

ilorm chasers across Alberta 
had a di fferent type of excite¬ 
ment this Canada Day week¬ 
end. With severe thunderstorm 


warnings and tornado alerts 
over the three days, storm chas¬ 
ers had many opportunities to 
capture rare photos. 

“It was definitely busier than 
usual, H said Chris Ratzlaff a 
storm chaser out of Calgary. 
“We started to have four pos¬ 
sible tornadoes in four days. 
That's pretty impressive" 

Tornado alerts were issued 
for Ponoka County, Mountain 
View. Foothills, Flagstaff, .New¬ 
ell and Vulcan throughout the 
weekend. Severe weather alerts 
rolled in regularly on the Al¬ 


berta Emergency alert Twitter 
feed and Environment Canada. 

With that kind of action, 
picking out the storms to fol¬ 
low can be difficult. 

"A lot of forecasting goes 
into choosing where to go," 1 
says Ratzlaff. 

The storm-chasing commun¬ 
ity tends to hang out in central 
Alberta around Red Deer as it 
gives a good vantage point to 
move to storms around the 
province. 

Friday was most exciting 
for RatzlafC who prefers to 


chase super cel! tornadoes, 
characterized by a deep, ro¬ 
tating updraft. Land spouts, 
by comparison, are spinning 
columns of air that can form 
out of nearly any cloud type. 

Technology has made storm 
tracking much easier than por¬ 
trayed in the movie Twister. 
Cal's no lunger need their own 
weather tracking stations, 
though some still use it. 

Ratzlaff largely relies on 
weather-tracking apps and 
information made available 
through Environment Canada. 


He operates in connection 
with Prairie Storm Chasers, 
founded by Braydon Morris- 
sea u and JNevin DemiJJiano. 
The team members post their 
photos to Twitter. 

The team also works to 
educate and caution people 
on storm chasing. They try 
to ensure recklessness is not 
a stereotype lived out in the 
storm-chasing community here 
in Alberta. 

“We promote chasing in a 
way that is reasonable without 
being reckless,'" says Ratzlaff.

Cats at Humane 
Society part of 
pilot program

The Edmonton Humane Society 
is rolling out some big chan¬ 
ges to the way they house and 
adopt out their Feline charges. 

“It's a fundamental shift 
in how shelter medicine and 
operations are performed and 
it'll save cat lives, we’ve seen 
the data," said shelter CEO 
Miranda jordan-Smith. 

Both Edmonton and Calgary 
have been chosen as the first 
pilot projects in western Can¬ 
ada for Capacity for Care, a 
new program gaining steam 
out east that rethinks how to 
house cats in shelters. 

A b ig part of it is giving them 
each a bigger space, and sep¬ 
arating their eating and litter 
spaces. The program also rec¬ 
ommends switching to sched¬ 
uled intake hours, fast-tracking 
the adoption process, and creat¬ 


ing special feral cat procedures. 

The central theme, jordan- 
Smith said, is cutting down on 
cat overpopulation. 

“I think historically in shel¬ 
ters, cats were afforded a cer¬ 
tain amount of space, but we 
still have this perpetual issue 
where from May to October 
we're inundated with cats." 

According to numbers from 
the Canadian Federation of Hu¬ 
mane Societies, the handful of 
shelters in eastern Canada that 
have implemented the proto¬ 


col have had success, seeing 
between a 40 and £7 per cent 
decrease in sickness. 

The length of stay went 
down 29 per cent in PEI and 51 
per cent Kitcbener-W'aterloo, 
and euthanasia also dropped 
in a couple of shelters. 

“It has to be a multi-pronged 
approach, we have to educate 
the public on spay and neu¬ 
tering. it does require a cul¬ 
tural shift, but it also requires 
a change in the way we do 
things, 1 " Jordan-Smith said.

“He was forecasting 
the kinds of things that, we're 
dealing with be fore anyone else 
had thought to look at T.V. or 
media at all." 

Arts Habitat took over the 
space in 2013, after city coun¬ 
cil helped fund the purchases 
and protected the home as a 


heritage property. 

The house has been open on 
a limited basis since January 
but will be much more avail¬ 
able for the rest of this week. 
Stuart McKay, the family ge¬ 
nealogist, provides the family 
history in the main floor of 
the home which showcases 


historical family portraits and 
McLuhan's library of works, its 
well as a TV wall installation. 

The house also provides 
arts residency space through 
the Tennis Club, an artist col¬ 
lective. After six months of 
operations Boos is mos t proud 
of getting this space up and 
running. 

“Having them here as an¬ 
other energy that adds to the 
space," says Boos. “It works 
conceptually really well with 
the neighbourhood.* 

Boos is hoping the commun¬ 
ity connection will continue to 
grow as the McLuhan House 
settles more into the neigh¬ 
bourhood.

Airport authority 
unsure on sale

The prospect of a sale of the 
Edmonton International Airport 
is not something the airport 
authority has even started to 
wrap its head around. 

Metro first reported on Mon¬ 
day thin the federal government 
is considering the sale of several 
major airports in a 
bid to raise money 
for other infrastruc¬ 
ture projects. 

The side could take 
the airports away 
from the community 
focused corporations 
that currently man¬ 
age most airports in 
the country and put 
them in the hands of 
for-profit companies. 

Currently, the federal govern¬ 
ment leases the land to airports. 
In the case of Edmonton, the 
airport authority paid approxi¬ 
mately SIS million to the gov¬ 
ernment in 20IS. 

Traci Bednard. spokesperson 
for the authority, said that num¬ 
ber ranges depending on the 


airport’s overall revenues in¬ 
cluding passenger fees. 

She said with the news so 
fresh, the authority doesn't have 
an opinion one way or the other. 

“We don't have a position on 
privatization. I'hat is a hugely 
complex issue, so our board 
and management would have 
to take time to review that," 
she said. 

Adam Sweet, with the Ed¬ 
monton Economic Development 
Corporation, said the 
airport has helped 
small and large busi¬ 
nesses .grow iu the 
city and worked hard 
to keep trade routes 
and direct flights go¬ 
ing. “Economic de¬ 
velopment is a team 
sport and Edmonton 
International Airport 
is a star player on 
that team " he said. 

He said given their tremen¬ 
dous support, regardless of what 
happens with the airport EEDC 
will be working wit h them. 

“We have seen what that 
strong relationship can lead 
to in terms of the positive out¬ 
comes and we don't see any situ¬ 
ation that would change that."

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Police floats ban 'stupid’: Union

Black Lives 
Matter held a 
sit-in during 
Pride Parade 

Members of the Toronto po] ice 
force say they're offended that 
Pride organizers agreed lo a list 
of demands set cut by black lives 
Matter during Sunday's parade. 

The List includes nine demands 
that range from banning police 
floats in future parades to in¬ 
creasing funding for spaces for 
racialized communities. 

junayj Khan, co-founder of 
black lives Matter Toronto, said 
the group took the position they 
were given in the parade as an 
opportunity to open up a conver¬ 
sation about how to make Pride 
more inclusive for marginalized 
groups. 

Members of the group held a 
sit-in part way through the city's 
36th annual Pride Parade, stop¬ 
ping it from moving forward for 
about a half hour. 

It resumed when Pride's exec¬ 
utive director, Muthieu ChunteJ- 
ois. signed the list of demands. 

The president for the union 


representing the city's police 
officers said he's outraged that 
Pride would accept the demands. 

Mike McCormack said that 
police officers have been sup¬ 
porters of Pride for years, and 
that it’s “stupid" to try and 
exclude them. 

“This is about the Pride pa¬ 
rade, this is not about black lives 
Matter," he said in an interview 
Monday. 

“We have been supporting 
this parade for years, long be¬ 
fore politicians and other people. 
To suggest that police should 
be removed and not have a 
float or booths or be allowed in 


the community space, that's 
complete and utter nonsense.” 

He suggested that black lives 
Matter shouldn't be allowed to 
co-opt another group's event. 
Khan took issue with that stance. 

“J can't co-opt what is mine," 
said Khan, who is part of the LG- 
ETQh community, adding. “It was 
never community consensus that 
police floats should be a part of 


Pride to begin with. 1 " 

And Khan noted that this sort 
of political action isn’t unpreced¬ 
ented at Pride parades. 

“Change is uncomfortable. 
Twenty years ago, you had the 
first Dyke March. There wits a 
lot of negative publicity, there 
was a lot of pushback.” 

But while Tilde Toronto's exec¬ 
utive director signed the docu¬ 
ment during Sunday's parade, 
organizers are now saving that 
they were really just commit¬ 
ting to “having a conversation” 
about the list. 

"There's a number of (the re¬ 
quests) that are quite reason¬ 


able , in temis of how we engage 
with the black, queer commun¬ 
ity,’' said Alicia Hall, a cochair of 
Pride's board of directors. And 
the rest of them, she said, will 
be discussed — including the 
role of police. 

but Ethan said that while some 
of the items on the list are nego¬ 
tiable. the ban on police floats is 
not.

After a sour online response, the 
National Capital Commission has 
apologized for s hu tting down a 
children's lemonade stand over 
the weekend. 

Seven-year-old Eliza Andrews 
and her five-year-old sister Adeki 
had a morning of sweet sales 
when they set up near their 
house along Colonel By Drive 
Sunday morning. 

'1'he stretch of road is closed 
to motorists on Sundays and 
opened to pedestrians and cyc¬ 
lists. 

After about two hours of sales 
they were promptly shut down 
by an NCC officer because they

didn't have a permit. 

“We understood that it was 
NCC property," said father Kurds 
Andrews, who built the lemon¬ 


ade stand to teach his daughters 
some real world business skills. 
“But we figured a kids' lemonade 
stand wouldn't raise a bunch of 
fuss, and no one would probably 
make a big deal about it.” 

On Monday morning the girls 
and their dad were invited to 
NCC headquarters to talk about 
bringing the lemonade stand 
back - with the proper docu¬ 
mentation. 

“They gave us the royal treat¬ 
ment,"' said Andrews. “We put in 
an application fora permit, and 
it sounds like they 'll be expedit¬ 
ing whatever process is required 
so we can set up next Sunday.” 

The NCC released a statement 
Monday morning, apologizing 
to the family and saying that it 
reviewed the situation with the 
conservation officer on duty. 


CRIME 

Child exploitation an ‘epidemic’ 


Canadian police lack the re- 
sou tees to keep pace wi th the 
burgeoning threat to children 
from online sexual predators, 
federal officials have warned 
the public safety minister. 

An internal briefing note to 
Ralph Gaodale says digital child 
pornography poses increasing 


challenges for criminal justice 
agencies. 

The problem is fuelled by 
the growth of technology al¬ 
lowing online anonymity, new 
legal hurdles for police and 
easier travel to places where 
children can be abused and 
photographed, the note says. 


The Canadian Press obtained 
a copy of the February memo 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. It said although data 
is limited, some believe online 
child sexual exploitation has 
reached “a level of epidemic 
proportions.”

Some of the hostages rescued 
from the weekend attack on an 
upscale restaurant in Bangla¬ 
desh's capital were questioned 
Monday % investigators search¬ 
ing for clues about the possible 
masterminds behind the grue¬ 
some attack that left 2 S dead, 
including many foreigners. 

Authorities were still holding 
five of the 13 hostages rescued 
when commandos stormed the 
restaurant in Dhaka's diplo¬ 
matic zone Saturday morning, 
killing six of the attackers and 
capturing one, according to 
officials. 

Bangladesh police chief 
A.K.ML Shahidul Haque said au¬ 
thorities would be interrogating 
two men, including a suspected 
militant; who were detained 
during Saturday's operation. He 
would not say whether either 
had been among those counted 
as hostages, only that they were 
being treated in a hospital for 
unspecified injuries. 

A second official said the five 
former hostages still being held 
included a Canadian citizen 
of Bangladeshi origin and a 
Bangladesh-born British citizen. 

Global Affairs Canada, the 
government department which 
manages Canada's d iplomatic 
and consular relations, and con¬ 
sular officials at the High Com- 
mission of Canada in Dhaka 
said they had not received any 
reports of a Canadian citizen 
being detained. 

The brutality of the attack 
has stunned the traditiomiJly 
moderate Muslim nation and 
raised global concerns about 
whether it can cope with in¬ 
creasingly strident Islamist 
militants.

TERRORISM 

Officials aim 
to tighten 
security 
measures 

As the death toll from the week¬ 
end truck bombing in Baghdad 
dimbed to 157, Iraq's embattled 
prime minister ordered new 
security' measures, including 
abandoning the use of bomb- 
detection wands that U.S. ex¬ 
perts pronounced worthless 
years ago. 

But security forces were 


still using the devices Monday 
evening, as a string of smaller 
bombings in the capital killed 
16 people and wounded doz¬ 
ens more. 

Sunday's suicide attack by 
Daesh was the single deadli¬ 
est bombing to hit Baghdad in 
more than a decade of war and 
insurgency. 

Also Monday, five convicted 
terrorists were executed an 
Baghdad, the Ministry of jus¬ 
tice said in an announcement 
that appeared aimed at restor¬ 
ing faith in Iraq's security forces 
in the wake of the devastating 
attack. 

Firefighters and medical 
teams were shll uncovering bod¬ 
ies from the city's Karachi neigh¬ 
bourhood Monday morning. 
Officials said a dozen people 
were missing and at least 60 


of the dead were women and 
children. At least 190 people 
were wounded. 

The blast struck after mid¬ 
night when the neighbourhood 
was bustling with people break¬ 
ing their day light first during the 
Muslim holy month of Rama¬ 
dan. The attack demonstrated 
Daesh’s ability' to strike the cap¬ 
ital despite a string of defeats 
on the battlefield, including 
the loss of Fallujah just over a 
week ago. 

With public anger mounting, 
Prime Minister Haider al-Abadi 
ordered new security measures 
Sunday evening, including in¬ 
creased aerial scanning and 
intelligence-gathering in the 
capital and the installation of 
X-ray systems at the entrances 
of provinces. 

He also ordered security 


forces to stop using a hand¬ 
held electronic device that was 
widely sold as a bomb detector 
but has been repeatedly brand¬ 
ed bogus by technical experts.

Kaarman was paid in 
pounds at his job In London, 
but needed euros to pay off 
his student loans in Estonia.

Both were frustrated with 
how much money they were 
losing to their banks when 
transferring money to and 
from their own accounts.

"I realized the way it works 
is the bank just uses a different 
exchange rate," Kaannan said 
in an Interview ahead of Trans¬ 
fer Wise’s Canadian launch in 
April. "It's a very sneaky trick 
by the banks to fool you into 
thinking there's a fixed rate. 1 ’ 

Since its 
founding in 
2011. Transfer- 
Wise has be¬ 
come a “uni¬ 
corn" — a 
startup worth 
more than 11 
billion — and 
attracted in¬ 
vestors including Sir Richard 
Branson and PayPal founder 
Peter Thiel. It hits been named 
Apple's "most innovative" app. 

The service entered the 
Canadian market this spring, 
enabling users to send Can¬ 
adian dollars to any of the 60 
countries and 36 currencies 
on TransferWise’s platform. 

The company be! ieves 
Canada is a market ripe for 
disruption, with more than 
three million Canadians liv¬ 


ing abroad and seven million 
people here who were born 
overseas. Jt estimates that 
Canadians are paying more 
than $1 billion in fees to trans¬ 
fer about S30 billion abroad 
every year. 

TransferWise charges 1.2 
per cent to exchange money 
— about SO per 
cent less than 
Canadian banks. 

IfansferWise's 
app converts 
money at the 
mid-market rate 
that banks offer 
big customers. It 
then matches a 
request for foreign currency 
with a request for an equiva¬ 
lent transfer in the opposite 
direction — someone who has 
that currency and looking for 
Canadian dollars. 

“This is almost like t he shar¬ 
ing economy in the financial 
sense, in that there are other 
people who need those cur¬ 
rencies and we’re just a tech 
platform that makes it move 
very efficiently,” Kaannan said.

Canada Post says talks with 
the union representing postal 
workers continue and it still 
hopes to negotiate a deal.

Edmonton craft culture 
is becoming self-made

We’re a city that boasts 
DIY food crawls, a re-use 
centre, bike shops, local 
theatres and art collectives. 
And let's not forget The 
Koval Bison, a craft show at 
the Butterdome that many 
crafters organize their year 
around. 

Increasingly, Alberta 
women who are artists, 
crafters and entrepreneurs 
are starting up their own 
organizations to do whaE 
they love, and to make 
td monton an even craftier 
place. 

This weekend the Made 
Local Society opened its 
doors to Edmonton in the 
Oliver neighbourhood. The 
society was initiated by 
the Alberta Yarn Project, a 


little organization that 
promotes locally grown 
and spun yarn, and On the 
Spot Pop-ups. 

And — maybe it’s be¬ 
cause it’s summer — I 
think I am coming down 
with this DIY fever. I"m a 
longtime barely adequate 
knitter, and walking 
into clothing shops like 
WorkhalJ that boast big 
loft spaces filled with raw 
fabric and machines has 
made me want to up my 
craft game. 

When 1 mused on Twit¬ 
ter about Edmonton's 
strong DIY ethos, Edmon¬ 
ton writer Todd Babiuk 
chimed in to say. ''For a 
long lime, I think Edmon¬ 
tonians Felt isolated. They 
had to make their own fun 
and solve their own prob¬ 
lems 

Anna Davidson is on the 
(all female) board of dir¬ 
ectors for the Made Local 
Society. She thinks that 


this DIY culture is new to 
the city. 

'T don't know that I 
would have characterized 
Edmonton as a DIY place as 
a kid when 1 was growing 
up," she says, “bill defin¬ 
itely in the lasL five years 
I've noticed an upswing in 
people being like. Tm go¬ 
ing to do this thing' and 
then they do it.” 

The Made Local Society 
came into existence very 
quickly after an announce¬ 
ment ihat the organization 
that previously held court 
at 10149-122 Street, the 
Creative Practices Institute, 
would be dissolving. 

Fabric arts may be typ¬ 
ically female, but it's no 
small business. While 
crafting springs from the 
cottage industry, entrepre¬ 
neurs can earn big. Alicia 
Shaffer in the U.S. pulls in 
S&OJjrjtj a month on Etsy. 

With the rise of sites 
like Pintrest, women craft¬ 


ers seem to have found the 
perfect space to mix pas¬ 
sion with craft. 

Knitting and crocheting 
are wonderfully social hob¬ 
bies. They have a connec¬ 
tion to community built 
into the craft, so it’s not 
surprising to sec places 
like the Made Local Society 
popping up with an almost 
ready-made client base. 

And it seems like a natural 
extension to offer artists 
spaces where people can 
come and go, 

Davidson says that the 
society wants to he a com¬ 
munity to people. "We re al¬ 
ly want to he collaborative, 
not competitive. The more 
we work together the more 
we're going to be building 
up together.”

EU is both symptom 
and potential cure

In the aftermath of the Brexit, 
it is tempting to point the leav¬ 
ers as xenophobes or racists, 
/aid while there are some un¬ 
savoury elements within the 
Brexit movement, it would be 
simplistic to ascribe the move¬ 
ment’s success to widespread 
bigotry. Moreover, doing so 
would preclude us from under¬ 
standing the discontent. The 
leavers are right to feel ag^ 
grieved. 

Economic integration has 
been sold as a rising tide that 
lifts all boats. In my under¬ 
graduate international trade 
course , one of the first lessons 
is that there are gains from 
trade for all countries. But 
what often gets overlooked is 
that within each country there 
are winners and losers, ‘lhe 
reality is that white trade has 
brought many of the antici¬ 
pated rewards, these have not 
been shared, 'lhe Organization 
for Economic Co-operation and 
Development reports fhal be¬ 
tween 1975 and 2012 much of 
the income growth generated 
has gone to the one per cent of 
earners. 

In the U.S., 47 per cent of 
the entire pre-tax income 
growth was captured by the 
one per cent. For Canada, this 
fraction was also Luge, at 
37 pei- cent. 

The major cause that most 
economists would point to is 
technological change. Software 
and robots are taking over rou¬ 
tine jobs. And as the Sl9-bil- 
lion US acquisition ofSS-em- 
ployee WhaLsApp showed us, 
technology has also allowed 
the creation of firms that gen¬ 
erate massive value for the 
investors and entrepreneurs 
while creating precious few 


jobs. 

WhaL is certain is that im¬ 
migration has played at most 
a minor role in increasing In¬ 
equality, Blaming immigrants 
for Lhe low wages and lack of 
jobs ls misguided. 

Unless we are willing to hall 
technological progress, increas¬ 
ing income inequality may be 
a reality that we will have to 
cope with. This does not mean 
we have to accept that the rich 
will get richer while the poor 
will get poorer. 

The implicit bargain is that 
for us to collectively agree to 
trade liberalization, those who 
benefit must share some of 
their gains with those who get 
hurt. Governments can ensure 
a good quality of life for all by 
implementing redistributive 
policies and offering quality 
public services, such as educa¬ 
tion and health cate. Doing so 
will require that governments 
tax corporations and the 
very rich. But this is difficult 
for any one country because 
these groups are the most 
internationally mobile. As the 
Panama papers showed us, it Is 
all too easy for the rich to set 
up offshore investments and 
avoid paying taxes, 

Tackling inequality will 
require international co-oper¬ 
ation and governance —just 
the sort of political integration, 
that is best modelled by the 
EU, the very thing that the dis¬ 
enchanted voted to leave. 

The leavers are right to fed 
aggrieved. But their anger at 
the EU is misplaced, Exithtg 
will only weaken the one insti¬ 
tution that offers a model for 
fighting inequality.

As a survivor of melanoma, 
the most dangerous kind of 
skin cancer, Barnard is at high 
risk of a recurrence. 

And research shows her 
screening strategy works. 

In a new study, published 
last week in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
|Dermatology), high-risk pa¬ 
tients who had melanoma be 
fore and their partners were 
assigned either no special treat¬ 
ment or, instead, training on 
how to identify new cancers. 
They were followed up for two 
years, with dermatologist visits 
every four months. 

The results were impressive. 
Patients and their partners 
who got the training correctly 
identified more than 60 per 
cent of new melanomas (the 
remainder were diagnosed 
by doctors). On the flip side, 
participants in the group who 
got no training were not able 
to spot new melanomas on

If it’s caught in the earlier 
stages, survival rates for mel¬ 


anoma are above 90 per cent. 
Most patients diagnosed with 
advanced melanoma, on the 
ot her hand, die of their disease 
within five years. 

The extra education didn't 
seem to increase anxiety or 
encourage extra doctor visits, 
pointing to how programs like 
this, though the initial research 
is expensive, could save money 
in the long term. 

Barnard, who is president 


of the Save Your Skin founda¬ 
tion in Vancouver, which does 
public education and support, 
estimates about half the mel¬ 
anoma patients she works with 
had their cancer discovered by 
a loved one. 

“it’s not just your spouse, 
blit everyone connected to 
you," she said. "My niece found 
my (cancerous] mole on my 
back when J was in a bath¬ 
ing suit." 


The new research aimed to 
build on informal screenings 
people do at home, explained 
Dr. Jane Robinson, the lead au¬ 
thor of the study. 

She got the idea years ago 
when she was getting ready to 
discharge a melanoma patient 
after he had surgery to remove 
a cancerous mole on his back. 

“J was explaining to this 
about-50-year-old man that he 
could develop another can¬ 
cer, and telling him he had to 
check," Robinson said. 

“I’ll never forget it. He 
looked at me and said, 'Doc, 
my wife Lakes care of all that 
stuff!" 

“1 said ’Where’s your wife'? 
Go get her! So he runs out the 
door with his shirt hanging out 
and brings in his wife from the 
waiting room." 

Robinson taught the man’s 
wife the warning signs to look 
for. especially in hard-to-see 
areas like his ears, back and 
the top of his head. 

“She is all over it. Poking 
him. and questioning me so 
she could get it right," Robin¬ 
son said. “It was out of love, 
to make sure he lived a long 
time." 

In fact, Robinson added, 
partners who say they aren’t 
particularly well bonded and 
don’t spend much time togeth¬ 
er still succeed at identifying 
each other’s cancers. Some 
even told her the screening 
ritual brought them closer 
together. 

“People had a job to do," 
Robinson said, “They knew 
it was, ‘Do this or the person 
could die.’"

Chostbusters star Leslie Jones’ 
recent online lament about hav¬ 
ing trouble finding a designer to 
dress her for the film's premiere 
points to the challenges actresses 
face when it comes to walking 
red carpets in style. 

While one nice Lux might cany 
a male actor through many a pre¬ 
miere, it's customary for female 
stars to show up in new attire for 
every photo opportunity, which 
makes finding fresh, fashion-for¬ 
ward outfits for such occasions a 
time-consuming task, especially 
for women larger than a size 2. 

"It's so funny how there are 
no designers wanting to help me 
with a premiere dress for |.a) mov¬ 
ie.” wrote Jones, who is six feet 
tall. “Hmmm that wilt change 
and 1 remember everyth mg," 


But for designer, it's not just 
about their star clients fitting 
into smaller sizes, said celebrity 
stylist Nina HaJlwmfh. It also has 
to do with creating a mutually 
beneficial partnership between 
the clothier and the star. 

"It is about how a designer 
wants to be represented as an 
artist," Hallwoith said in an inter¬ 
view. "We have worked with 
women who are sample sizes 
and incredibly w r ell known and 
a designer will say no to thaE col¬ 
laboration as creatively it is not 
a fit — even if we think it is." 

As it turned out, designer 
Christian Siiiano responded to 
Jones’ call on Twitter last week 
and agreed to make her gown. 

“J ain't wait to create some¬ 
thing special for her to wear/' 
the statement said ‘1 support all 
women no matter age or size!" 

"tt shouldn’t be exceptional to 
work with brilliant people just 
because they're not sample size." 
Siriano wrote on Twitter. “Con¬

He followed up later in the 
week with photos of Jones vis¬
